l  e  for  many  years  lived  the  Sainted  Father  Peyri,  who  was  so  beloved  by  the  Indians,  that  when  he  retired  to  Spain,  the  Indians  swam  out  to  the  vessel  to 
beg  him  with  tears  to  return.  The  venerable  and  well  known  Father  O’Keefe  recently  partially  restored  San  Luis  Rey,  and  now  resides  there. 


Santa  P.arbara  Mission,  From  the  Garden  of  the  Padres — The  Best  Preserved  Mission  in  California. 
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LA  I'URISIMA  CONCEPCION  MISSION. 

This  Mission  is  tlie  fourth  bearing  the  name  of  the  Immaculate  Concepcion,  erected  in  California.  Each  time,  however,  on  a  new  site.  The  present  building 
was  erected  after  the  earthquake  of  1812  and  was  dedicated  in  1817.  It  is  reached  by  stage  from  Santa  Barbara  or  Lompoc.
